Shortly after "am, a heavy cable 

was drawn across half of the front 

entrance while students wanned the 



other half as well as the rear 
entrance. Their efforts were con- 
centrated on discoiiraetiu: students, 
faculty and staff from entering the 
campus grounds. All incoming 
cars were approached, asked to 
Join the boycott or turn hack In 
support of the protest. 

Many did so, however, a few 
Individuals planned through the 
picket lines with their automobiles 
in an attempt to restrain the 
'•scabs" some of the student boy- 
cotte rs blocked the driver's vision 
with their placards. Others were 
more dem oust rat ive, \m\\\ on to 
the side of the cars to restrain 
them, were draped a few feet be- 
fore pivlflK up their struiwle. 

A traffic Jam soon formed with 
cars lined up alonp Kamsey I.ake 
ami South Bay Koads. In addition 
to the cars stopped on the road, 
many other vehlcules wen- parked 
on the shoulder as motorists Joined 
or broke or stared at the picket 




line. This made It more difficult 
for those who wished to turn back 
since both roads ami shoulders 
were chit tie red with cars, 

Sudbury Transit bus drivers 
showed their support by respecting 
the picket lines. Thoy stopped and 
dishorned their passeui;ers at the 
main entrance. 

Some cars were permitted to 
cross the lines, those who were 
takim; ttieir children to the day 
care center, the center's staff as 
well as stationary engineers res- 
ponsible for heating. 

Around 9:01) a. m. Dr. Monahan 
made his appearance. After an 
effort to net the? boycott railed off, 
the university president parked 
his car, w-ilkcd t lircniftli the lines 
and to his office. His charge up 
the hill brought cheers of 
PAKTICIPACTION, Walk a block a 

day! - from theplckol Hue. 

T. L. Hennessey pulled up, 
surveyed the scone then barrelled 
through carrying one of the sin-* 
dents on Ids hood. Fortunately 
the parly involved was not injured. 
Charges are behir, laid in this 

Incident. 
Shortly thereafter, the local 

constabulary arrived, sergeant 
Krouzier of the Sudbury Hettfonal 
Police, asked Richard Hoffman to 
accompany him in his car to the 
S. G. A. office from which he pla- 
ced a call to the downtown office. 
lie then Informed Hoffman that 
the boycott was an infraction of 
the criminal Calo and if continued, 
those involved would be charged. 
Henceforth, Hoffman accompa- 
nied by police officials informed 
the picketers that their action 
was illegal and therefore cars 
should be allowed lo reach the 
campus. Officers then took over 
directing traffic at the entrances 



as w->ll as at the Ramsey Lake 
Road turnoff where they stopped 
motorists, asked their destination 
and advised against \\o\x\\\ to ttie 
university. 

While in Serjeant Sloan's crui- 
ser, John l.anrln, Lambda staff 
photographer, overheard a radio 
message from the downtown sta- 
tion, inform^ the officers on the 
scene that the university was 
private property and that there- 
fort*, the boycott was NOT ILLE- 

GAL, 

The- officers withheld this infor- 
mation from the students and 
continued to disperse the crowd 
rendering all kinds of oniani/.ed 
action impossible. 

This reporter, in view of the 
apparent discrepancy, contacted 
a local lawyer to shed some Intht 
on the subject, I was Informed 
that the infraction with vVtc" 
the Iwycotters were beint* rhir- 
fted was in fact section 3B1 of the 
Criminal Code. This section 



stipulates that anyone ohsirm t- 
iny a highway or public road i* 
com mil tine, an offense and c:m 
tie c ha rued. This is a prlvivie 
road heioiminp to the university 
therefore section :181 Is inappli- 
cable. Nor could students be 
charged with trespass :is they 
paid fees to attend this Institution. 

In accord with the advertised 
schedule, a mass meeting was 
held in Iheoreat Mali at lil^npu. 
Students were addressed by I*, 
Hoffman, S. 0. A. president, 
J, C. Perreault, AKF presideiit, 

an O v S representative, Peter 
IK'silides from the Sudbury and 
District Labor council. 

Afterwards, students proceed- 
ed to the city center where they 
demonstrated, explained the 
Issues to the public at la rue and 
circulated their petition.

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ISO Elects a New President 



Cllve Griffith becam* the new 

president of the international 
Students' Organisation (I.S.O.) at 
a meeting Sunday during which the 
former president, Chris Studhaim* 
#is removed from tils position and 
ousted from the organization. Tlw 
I.S.Q. also elected two of its mem- 
bers, Dave Flurl and Lincoln 
Bethel as vice presidents. 

The changes in the organization 
brought to a close the six months 
of internal conflict which had been 
ocurrlng, due to which the organ- 
ization cancelled its international 
Students' Week and at most dis- 
integrated. 

The meeting was tailed by the 
last two operating members of the 
executive Ben Molse, treasurer 
and Cathy McAninch, social di- 
rector. They called the meeting 
"to help bring ttie hassles :n-J 
'tghting to an end." Molse also 
(•hatred the meeting. 

First on the anemia was a letter 
from studholm? referring to his 
view of the organization and Its 



troubles. In it he stated "All 
projects are cancelled, all funds 
are sent back and the files are 
burnt." Ho accused certain mem- 
bers of sabotaging attempts to 
democratize ths organization. 

/Members of fhe organization 
became greatly concerned about 
the flies and StudhoImVs appar- 
ent burning of them. However, 
Molse said that he had been In the 
office recently and there were no 
ashes. He said it appeared that 
all the files *v_«re still intact. 

A number of people suggested 
that the police b3 called in to in- 
vestigate the mdter but members 
seemed to feel that the threat was 
meaningless. However, several 
members will be moving the files 
t o a safer place. 

Flurl and Shevket Goclier then 
presented a motion of non-confi- 
dence in the president bus-id on 
the letter and his performance In 
office. After a lengthy discussion, 
Studholmn lost the vote and was 
removed from the presidency. 



Then Fluri and Gocher presented 
a motion that studholm* be removed 
from the organization because he 
"will be a destructive force with- 
in the organization". Gocher said 
that Studholma had shown "no 
willingness to cooperate." 

Several members including 
Moise and McAninch wondered 
whether such harsh action should 
be taken; however, their objections 
were over- ruled and the motion 
of ouster was passed. 

A letter from Moise and McAn- 
inch was then read to the assembly. 
The letter stated that "We feel 
the LS.O, can reassume it's role." 
They also suggested forming a 

standing committee for the people 
concerned with the political as- 
pects of the l.S.O. 

The letter also made reference 
to a suggestion by several foreign 
students to form a separate or- 
ganization. L:fit Wednesday un- 
der the leadership of Griffith a 
special caucus of foreign students 



discussed such a proposal. 

At that meeting tne foreign 
students had said that there was 
room Tor Canadian students In the 
organization but that visa students 
should take a larger role In the 
leadership- 
Griffith suggested that live for- 
eign students should have their 
own group and pull out of the 
Students' General Association 
(S.G.A.) lis said that this would 
give foreign students control 
over their own affairs and a posi- 
tion of Influence in the university. 
The majority of foreign students 
at the meeting seemed to feel 
tint they should try to work under 
the present structure; however, 
a change in the constitution was 
considered necessary. They 
also felt that somehow they weald 
have to "straighten out" the books 
of the ISO or form si new organ- 
ization that would operate under 
the same principles as the present 
ISO. 

At the Sunday meeting it was 



suggested that a special Task 
Force he elected to look Into the 
financial situation of the ISO and 
to attemp* to correct the mess 
that has developed over the last 
few years. This motion was de- 
feated on the grounls that an In* 
terim executive would be elected 
and that this would be their man- 
date. 

Flurl and Griffith were nom- 
inated for the position of president 
and although Griffith was unable 
to attend the meeting he won 
handily. Kiuri, l. oh Yah Shib 
and Lincoln Bethel were nomin- 
ated for the two vice presidential 
positions, iiethel and Fluri won 
t hat race. 

Flurl then made* a motion "That 
In light of lire racial policies of 
Rhodesia and SoUh Africa that 
t Ids organization and its members 
have no communications with 
the governments of these two 
countries or their representatives", 
The motion was passed unanim- 
ously.

SGA Council censures itself 

for unconstitutional act 



Nobody thought for a minute 
that the General council of the 
Students' General Association 
(S*G.A.) would censure Itself for 
actions it had taken the mooting 

before. 

Senator Philip Popovicli mv.de 
the notion alter Dave FUirl, the 
Council's speaker asked permis- 
sion to address the Council. Fluri 
condemned the Council for the 
unconstitutional method in which 
It had chosen a vice-president at 
Us last moating. 

Other items discussed at Sun' 
day's regular meeting were a cam 
pij ra Ho station, the winter car- 
nival a now study room and a 
donation to VISTULA. The com- 
mittee also dlfjussed Thursday's 
boycott (see boycott story). 

Fluri sta'.ed that he mny resign 
because of the way council handled 
choosing the vice-president. "I 
may find it very hard to slay with 
an organization which does not 
folio* Its own rules." 

Among the charges that Flurl 
made were the fact that other 
students did not have a chance to 
offer their services for the po- 
sition. He stated the position had 
n^t been advertised. Thus students 
didn't know that a vice-president 
was going to be chosen at that 

meeting. 

lb! .retained, step by step, how 
the SGA had chosen Its vice- 
president atrJ tow every step was 
contrary to the rules o*. the or- 
ganization. 

Flurl accused SGA President 
Richard Hoffman of not informing 
the council that he was Interested 
In the position. "You knew of at 
least one other councillor and I 
myself had spoken to you on at 
least three occasions expressing 
Interest in the position". Ac- 
cording lo Fluri the other coun- 
cillor decided not to run at the 

meeting, 

Fluri also said that his comment 
were in no way a reflection on 
the choice that Council had made. 
"1 think Ann (Longston) will make 
a very good vice-president." 

Hoffman claimed that he never 



know Fluri had wanted to be vice- 
president. He also stated that 
he did not think the action had 
been unconstitutional at the time. 
"It's not even covered in the con- 
stitution." Fluri potnted out that 
Items not covered in the con- 
stitution have to be referred back 
to Roberts' Rules of Order (under 
which the Council operates). 

Hoffman also stated that, in 
his opinion the Council had to act 
quickly because he needed help 
In the office. Art Frechette, 
coundillor from University of 

Sudbury and the parson who had 
nominated Longston, echoed 
Hoffman's comments saying "I 
sVW think we did the right thing." 

Popovich said that h* thought 
the Council had acted upon the 
advice of the executive and that 
councillors had been rushed Into 
making a decision. "Nobody knew 
you were going to choose a vice- 
president. All the agenda had on 
It was a discussion about the vice- 
president." lie did not fault the 
Council for acting as it did but 
fett that future councils should 
know the mistake this council had 
made, therefore ensuring that 
similar mistakes would not be re- 
peated. 

The SGA and students In general 

are being asked to contribute a- 
trout $2,000. to the VISTULA fund. 
The fund-raising committee is 
hoping to raise about $17,000. al- 
together to offset the cost of Laur- 
ent ian's decision not to charge 
visa students a differential fee. 
Hoffman said that he hoped 
council members would pass on 
any ideas for fluid- raising to the 
committee, lie stated that it was 
important that the campaign lw> a 
success because the Board of 
Governors' decision onty* goes up 
until Sept. 1 of this year. The 
Hoard of Governors may at that 
time overturn the Senate's pos- 
s itlon. 

Winter carnival this year was 
more successful in a financial 
respect than last year. Bar re- 
ceipts were double last year's 
which certainly helped the whole 



picture a bit. 

This year's carnival ''ost the 
SGA approximately $2100. This 
Includes damages at the Amhas-

The Poll Clerk said flat about 
300 people had voted* She said that it was the highest turnout 
over for an advance poll In all the years she had been there. "And 

that's quite a few years," she added, 

A Rood many of thoso people voting on Saturday were Laurentian 
University Students, Students who won't be hero on the day of the 
election (this Monday, Feb. 21). Reason why there was such a 
large turnout was the candidacy of a fellow student, Pat Legris, 
who hired buses to make sure Laurentian students weren't dis- 
enfranchised by the timing of the election. 

There are about 900 students living here at Laurentian who won't 
be here election day. Most students living in resident go homo 
during the break which Just happens to be the week of the election. 

Tin question that arises Is "Why is the election being held In a 
week that most students aren't here? " Actually that's the ques- 
tion I asked Jim Gordon, a former teacher of mine who is now 

mayor. 

According to .tlm they picked that dale because it's the soonest 
thoy could have an election. Any later and the City might get 
screwed by the Civic Square deal. So that's what tie said, at first. 

We got into a little bit more discussion and Jim said that it 
turned out ttiat the day may aiso turn out to l>e Heritage Diy and 
"Wo may have to pay the people working time and a half." He 
said that had he known that sooner he would have had the by-elec- 
tion two weeks later and saved the City some money. I guess 
saving money is more Important than disenfranchising voters. 

Education is this city's second largest industry and the Univer- 
sity Is the largest single part of that. The students living In res- 
idence spend several million dollars here every year. Yet for 
some reason they don't have a chance to vote. 

Pat Legrls wanted students to have the chance to vote and asked 
for an advance poll to be set up at the University. The City turned 
down his request* 

"We can't give an group special treatment/' wis -f fin's comm- 
ent. There are nine candidates running and they might all want 
advance polls in special areas where they have a blink of voters. 
He also mentioned that It would he expensive,

I have just been able to assimilate 
my thoughts about leaching. I had 
previous ideas of It, but didn't reali- 
ze the meaning of them. 

What ! have discovered is the Idea 
of ... discovery. That's what Is lac- 
king in our educational system. How 
can you make students discover when 
you've left no room or time for it. 
Why? The teachers follow their direc- 
tives t>ccause they are there to pro- 
duce in order to make the future ge- 
neration produce twice as many re- 
sults. Results that will hopefully 
change our society. That cannot to. 
The student's mind becomes confused 
by all ttds knowledge. Discovering 
things leads to a better understanding 
and memory of this knowledge. Hut 
the system simply feeds the facts. 
The amazement of learning is 
put away due to the program. This 
highly organized, time-slotted, word 
packed program was designed to 
produce. But Is it? W*mt can the tea- 
chers do? Their fear of the system < 
or perhaps acceptance of it has left 
little room for change. When the 
room Is found, they try to put too 
many Ideas at once, only to pack the 
opening too tight.

It doesn't take an academic to 

tell anyone that Canada's railways 
are technologically obsolete, and 
have been left to rot by a federal 
government committed to road 
and air transport. The message 
was driven home quite clearly to 
this writer, who takes the train 
regularly, and was recently a 
prisoner for thirteen hours aboard 
a regularly-scheduled CN run on 
the 300 mile trip between Toronto 
and Ottawa. 

And it doesn't take the average 
shipper, who uses CN or CP express, 
long to learn that the service is 
slow and unreliable. 

What Carleton University Pro- 
fessor Julius Lukasiewicz does in 
his recent took. The hallway Game, 
is put the problem "in an historical" 
and political perspective, and for 
this alone, Uis lxx>k makes a val- 
uable contribution to the delate on 
the role of the railways in Canada's 
total transportation picture. 

The federal government has 
never really had a well -developed 
national transportation policy. 
Nowhere is this shown more clearly 
than In tUo history of the Canadian 
railroads, from their birth to their 

recent history of decay. 



Hallways in Canada were never 
built to be economically viable in 
the first place. Throughout their 
history, they have needlessly dup- 
licated services and, thanks to the 
rationale for their development, 
provided slow and Inefficient trans- 
port. Thanks to a century of mis- 
guided transportation policies, a 
potentially valuable transportation 
system Is gradually being abandoned 
and the httuce (toes not Took bright. 
Lukasiewicz is the first to write 
a popular history of the railways 
and exactly what has gone wrong 
through their history. He details 
the gross mistakes made by the 
federal governments, past and 
present, in developing a transoort- 
a*ion network for Canada. The 
railways themselves, of course, 
are not blameless, Lukasiewicz 
criticizes the companies for their 
poor record In technological in- 
novation, efficiency and safety. 
To some extent, of course, the 
railways are the victims ofmis- 
gulded or non-existent transport- 
ation policies, and the Carleton 
engineering professor is quick to 
point this out. 

His solution? Nationalize the 
entire railway network to consol- 
idate operations into one efficient 
system, and electrify the routes 
used most heavily. 

That, of course, fe not all that 
is needed to provide a fast, ef- 
ficient railway system. Lukasiewicz 
blames the present federal govern- 
in ant for providing patchwork 
solutions rntlier than acting de- 
cisively to provide an integrated 
transportation system for the 
* ountry. Former transport min- 
ister Jean Mnrchand, for Instance, 
would candidly admit that Canada's 



transportation system was fn a 
mess, but would propose little or 
nothing to straighten it out. 



So the railways stumble along, 
and the people of Canada are the 
losers. Lukasiewicz explains why 
freight operations are inefficient 
and slow. He suggests a large- 
scale program of capital invest- 
ment in the railways system. And 
ho exposes the government's 
highly-touted experiments to pro- 
vide fast passenger service between 
Montreal and Quebec City, as a 
sham. The ''experiments" have 
already been tried and proven 
elsewhere and the new "fast" 
trains, at an average spee4 of 
7D m.p.li. rather than 55, will do 
little to take business away from 
the private car cr the airplane, he 
savs.

nonnhig at; air of cool reserve 
to mask my uneasiness, [ pushed 
past (lie double glass doors of the 
entrance to the cafeteria of Siiillniry 
Secondary and nodded to the smiling 
usher. I was to pass through these 
same doors three and a half hours 
later, only this time greatly shaken 

up. 

The reason? On the evening of 
January 29 J attended a "miracle 

service" led by Van Johnson, 

combined preacher, faith-healer, 
exorcist and speaker-in-tongue. 
{Johnson lives in Sudbury but 
preaches or "heals" throughout 
Ontario expounding his own kind 
of religion as Et were.) 
The service opened with the 
appearance of a slick-looking man 
who introduced Mrs. Johnson- -a 
woman with compassionate eyes 
sporting a bright green gown and 
a m our J sin of curls. Wi:>. the help 
of a less -thin* rousing accompan- 
iment composed of a 5** r n-looklng 
organ player, a gnltar-strummcr 
and a few young accordion players. 
\trs* Johnson led an ear-splitting 

rendition of "A "axing Grace". 
(I was sitting by the speakers.) 
Everyone Immediately raised their 
arms and some people Joined hands. 
At this point, I scanned the crowd 
(noticing, of course, fiat 1 was the 
only one whose arms were still 
at my sides) and observed a cross- 
section of apes, ranging from five 
yea' s to eighty. Surprisingly, there 
was a large segment of well-dressed 
young people, and an almost equal 
number of senior citizens, also 
dressed quite formally. Everyone 
young and old sang with gusto and I 
felt oddly like "Rachel" in I aurciiee's 
A Jest of God . I sat through more 
fiymns ami a few nervous-sounding 
testimonies by two quiet sincere 
-looking young people. 
Finally, and with a flourish, Van 

lotmson came out yelling enthus- 
iastically, his miming speech 
interpolated with pert vostal 
gebherish. Immediately he began 
his "layinr on of tin* hands", a 
proei'Ss by which he would lay his' 

hand on the afflicted person's head, 
and with flamlnr eyes yell for the 
evil spirit of whatever sickness the 
(lei sou had to leave the body. As a 
result (Ms person would fall back- 
ward, eyes closed, to he raught by 
one of John son's p rote res. Vany 
people appear ed to have fainted so 
that in twenty mint *s (he floor was 
strewn wjfii bodies, a rather dis- 
turbing sight for someone who ex- 
perted a rather quiet service. 
Totu .on hjfriself was a rather over- 
weight man with dark hair and a 
turlous fa<e, dressed immaculately 
In n well- cut still. During the preach- 
ing part of the service he made some 
quiet remarkable statements. He 
began almost angrily with this 
statement; "We're nrt here to put 
on a show. We're not here to 
end »ar r ass people." He went on to 
explain ills motives and tils stand, 
which seemed In my nt hid to tie a 
llttU- muddled, if? claimed to want 
to h*-1p and cure people through 
Christ, hill outside of any structural 
reiitliin < onlext. He did not condemn 

any one particular religion: 

"I'm not prea chili g for one church and 
against another." His beliefs held of 

th*« early Christian faith and yet he 
spoke often in the tongue of the Pente- 
costal religion, once referring to him- 
self as "we Pentecostats", "We must 

have On- power of the Holy Ghost", 

tie claimed, Johnson went on to speak 
of his ideas to "take over this country 
for Jesus"; his plans to (and be stopped 

his to 'rent of heated words to smile 
at his own humour) "replace the Mod 
Squad with tiie God Squad". Everyone 
cheered* "I want to advertise the 
Old Time Gospel Instead of Old Vienna" 
he went on enthusiastically* 

At one point, Johnson made a refer- 
ence to radio coverage to which I 



listened closely as ho had Jur-t been 
on Micheal Hopkin's talk show on 
CKSO. With almost a touch of 
vidictjveness, he declared that he 
was only allowed to talk about heal- 
ing on the radio, bit not about 

CASTING OUT EVIL SPtUlTS. 
Apparently, Van Johnson, clalntd 
to be an exorcist also, which surp- 
rised me considerably. 
"The power of God is real but so 
Is the power of the devil!" he yelled, 
and went through a list of items 
which he claimed to possess "evil 
spirits"- 'namely, fortune-telling, 
palmistry, ohJj;i boards, and astrology* 
Ho called out to all those in the aud- 
ience who had ever practised or 
experienced such things to come 
forward and have the "devil" cast 
out. I waited in suspense, having 
experienced and practised all of 
those t-iings myself. One young 
girl, who was already up at the front 
let go som* pretty 
having been "Healed" already and 
who bad been lying on the floor, let 
go some pretty blood-curdling 
screams. Johnson in turn screamed 
over her for the evil spirits to leave 
her body, but the screams continued 
to rip through her while Van Johnson's 
wife sang Hallelujahs quietly with the 
little band. Van Johnson was sweatinp 
now and in preat fervour he called 
for more people—people with 
haunted houses, people who feared 
something, people with the "devil" 
oppressing your mind." During all 
of this, persons at the tack began 
standing up to stare which made 
Van Johnson furious a* Hi he declared 
that while she was screaming, the 
possessed girl was hearing angels' 
voices and (hat she was not being 
hurt in any way. He oven threat eneo 
to leave, to the fright of the now- 
cooperating audience. He explained 
to the audience that if one has the 
power of the Holy Ghost, anyone 

can exorcize anyone else. Johnson 
bitterly condemned the movie, 
"The Exorcist", saying that It was 
the work of the devlt. Johnson spoke 
energetically about Christ's death 
and His defeating of the^vil— 
injecting some humour here and 
there by comparing the devil's 
followers to "imps". It did ■ 
nnch to relieve the tenslai, I can 
tell you, 

Iiovltably, ami with seemingly groat 
reluctance, Johnson got on to the sub- 
ject of money and I listened cynically. 

He recounted to us that he would have 
only enough money to pay for the hall 
and the little advertising he did, leaving 
only $150 left while he owed tils land- 
lord $150, He Segan praying to God 
of poverty" and then broke into the 
Pentecostal g* bberish. He then 
pointed to (he audience saying that he 
felt that someone in the audience had 
a Mouse nddxlars to give him and 
others had $500, Ho explained that 
all cheques were to be made payable 
to the "Christian Tabernacle" and 
that receipts could be obtained. 
Finally, he explained that all profit 
would go toils "Miracle T lining 
renters" springing up throughout 
Ontario— centers by which young 
people can Id bo trained to be fallh- 
licalers. I was amazed as he calmly 
explained how there were normally 
two sessions during the year bit 
since many teenagers and young people 
were still in school, colleges, or 
working, thai there would bo a special 
July session. Until then 1 had no idea 
Johnson had such a large following 
of young people. 
To wrap up his service, Van Johnson 
called the rest of the people up to be 
healed. And this Is where I threw 
up my hands and thought "\v: y not?" 
Vany people had gone up to he healed 
from various minor problems such 
as headaches, stomach aches el.*., 
and eadi hatl assured Johnson they 
had felt better after the "laying on 
of hands", one serious case I 
noticed ]u&t before I went up was a 
man who looked to be in his early 
thirties who had one leg much shorter 
than the other. After the regular 



procedures, Johnson then put two 
of bis disciples to work to lengthen 
and heal the man's leg. To do this 
they sat him down and bent the leg 
at the knee-Joint steadily, while 
praying to God in gibberish. Oddly 
enough the leg did seem to lengthen 
slightly, but t couldn'l help feeling 
It was a rcsutt of physiotherapy ileal 
manipulation (of which jam famllar) 
and tremendous will-power on the part 
of the afflicted man. 
When 1 went up myself, with an Iron 
will to go through with this ana 
gritting my teeth, I in fact exper-

Christ 

has healed her J" T he most 

interesting thing of all was that 

I did feel batter— or at least I 

thought I did—though I was far 

from being healed. 1 came later 

to the conclusion that it was pure 

willpower that made me feel this 



way (and probably being put on the 
spot in front of all those people— a 
large enough audience.) 
I later talked to one of the* women 
In the audience and she seemed 

confused as the whether Johnson 

really did have the gift of healing 

from God, yet she thought he was 

sincere none- the-l ess. On the 

other hanJ I also spoke to someone 

who had beento a few of Johnson's 

services in an ivestlgative capacity 

who claimed that "People like Van 

Johnson keep our eyes looking up 

toward heaven, meanwhile they have 

their hands in our pockers". 

What feelings did I come away with? 

Perhaps there rvally is something 

to faith-healing— Oral RoberV 

and the late Catherine ecu- man's 

kind—twit I couldn't help fa ling t hat 

Van Johnson did Jiot have this gift, 

and to me he had only the gift of 

psychological persuasion, and as 

to whether he was sincere or not, 

this could be debated either way. 
Perhaps Johnson's following could 

be expl ained by the fact t 'iat 

evangelism is beginning to sweep 
America as a new trend in religion. 
As Eve Drobot of H omemaker s 
Magazine said, "~P e, *e are so 
voryirFed of t linking* They want * 
to stomp their feet, raise their 
hands to the heavens and Hallelujah!
